Schools have been closed, so that 
the remainder are badly crowded.

The $3,060,000 County’ Relief 
Bond issue has not been sold. $500,-

The 
morning after the shooting the San 
Francisco Call wrote: ‘Will they 
stop at nothing? Are not stealing, 
purjury, bribary, dynamiting, mur- 
der, enough?

But softer 
hands and keener brains plan it.’ ” 

The defense could not be proven 
guilty of planning the shooting.

of the same company). Everyone 
knows that Mooney was not jailed 
for the Preparedness Day bombing, 
but was framed for leading in the 
organization of the platform men 
of the United Railway. 

More light is thrown on the sit- 
uation in the San Francisco News 
of March 9th, 1933, page 3, which 
includes a story by George West, 
who evidently interviewed Cahill. 
From this interview we learn that 
SOME PROMINENT PEOPLE 
WANT TO TURN THE MUNICI 
PAL RAILWAY OVER TO THE 
MARKET ST. RAILWAY CO. The 
person named by Cahill is Adoph 
Uhl. Undoubtedly the millionaire, 
Mr. Uhl, would like that very much, 
but how is he hooked up with the 
Public Utilities Commission? 

The August 3rd, 1931, issue of the 
News, carried a front page state- 
ment from Uhl who deplores the 
fact that Byington withdrew from 
the mayorality race, whom he was 
ready to support, as the arrange- 
ment was for Byington to appoint 
Uhl as manager of the Publie Utili- 
ties. The commission was in fact 
created by the Board of Freehold- 
ers in which we find Mr. Byington 
and Uhl working in harmony. 

Such is some of the string-pulling 
behind the scenes. 

If the Market St. Railway were 
successful in gaining control over 
the Municipal Railway it is a well 
known fact that those who persist- 
ed in maintaining their membership 
in Loeal No. 518 of the Carmen 
would be displaced by non-union 


men. A lower scale would be forced 
on them, hours would be increased, 
and unemployment as well. 

It is a well known fact that the 
better conditions enjoyed by the 
Municipal men are the envy of the 
Market St. Railway workers and 
teaches them the value of organiza- 
tion. But the Market St. Railway 
is determined to stop that at all 
costs. 

Cahill getting the faney salary of 
$12,000 per year as manager is 
really placed there by the Market 
St. Railway to accomplish the job 
for them. 

CUT WAGES 

Cahill’s main sales talk is that 
he will effect a $700,000 saving in 
operating expenses in the first year 
and a half. 

The cutting of the wages of the 
workers is to save $166,000. When 
a resident of the Sunnyside dis- 
trict suggested at the commission 
hearing that Cahill’s salary be cut 
in half, in place of cutting service 
on the No. 1 bus line, the commis- 
sion looked at him with scorn. The 
cutting of the lines saves only 
$5000 per year, according to the 
thrifty Cahill. 


The bus line to the beach was 
discontinued, workers lost their 
jobs, and those who ride cars, in 
order, for instance, to get to Fleish- 
hacker’s pool, from the Chutes, 
must take three Market St. Rail- 
way cars or walk two miles. Taking 
off the “A” line meant a blow to 
many men who have families to 
support, and are now on the extra 
list. But such things are trivial in 
comparison with the object of turn- 
ing over the line to the private in- 
terests, 


But even at that Cahill is still 
far short of the $700,000. That of 
course means some more “econ- 
omy” to make up the difference.

Two defeats inflicted upon the San Francisco Central 
Labor Council misleaders, within 1 week—once when the 
Mooney Auditorium meeting proved a great success, and 
then when a new trial was granted—-leads them to a rage 
that shows very clearly how seriously they feel the defeats. 

This is best revealed in the latest issue of their paper, 
the “Labor Clarion,” which really is meant to be a special 
anti-red issue, as every page shows. 

That Mooney is granted a new trial gets a little cold 
item inside, but the real “hot news” is the story on the 
front page, “Socialists and Chicago Federation of Labor 
repudiate Communists.” They reprint in full the letter of 
the Socialist Party National Committee advising all their 
organizations to refrain from taking part in the Free Moo- 
ney Congress in Chicago on April 30, and the usual 
calumny against the Communist Party and the Tom Moo- 
ney Moulders Committee. 

These fakers, unable to disrupt the local United Front 
for Mooney, are now mobilizing their artillery to disrupt- 


ing the great National Congress that they know will play 


an important role in forcing into the open the frame-up 
evidence at the trial.

When the great auditorium Moo- 
meeting, filled with 15,000 
workers, took place it meant a ter- 
rific blow to the group of disrup- 
tors, backed by the Central Labor 
Council.

‘COMMUNISTS WIN IN 


DECISION IN L.A. 


States Membership in Party 
Not Violation of Syn- 
dicalism Law 


LOS ANGELES, March 30.—Mem- 
bership in the Communist Party is 
held. not to be in violation of the 
Criminal Syndicalism law in the 
opinion of the Appellate Court, 
handed down in the case of Basil 
Dell and four other comrades ar- 
rested June 22, 1932, when the Red 
Squad broke up an Unemployed 
Counci] meeting here, 

Attorney Leo Gallagher argued 
for the appeal. 

The transcript of the judgment 
ordering a new trial shows that the 
court, which comprised Judges Me- 
Lucas, Bishop and Box, held the 
trial court erred in instructing the 
jury to that effect. 

“We find a further error,” says 
the decision, “in that the instruc- 
tion assumes that membership in 
the Communist Party, or some of 
the other acts covered by the in- 
struction, constitute a violation of 
the Criminal Synd#calism law. This 
assumption may not be made in 
this case, for there was not an at- 
tempt throughout the trial to prove 
that membership in or activity in 
behalf of the Communist Party was 
in violation of law.” 

The Appellate Court also con- 
demned the practice of using the 
Criminal Syndicalism law as a 
cloak for breaking up meetings. 

“Evidence,” says the opinion, 
“that on very many prior occasions 
arrests had been made on the pre- 
text that those arrested had violat- 
ed the Criminal Syndicalism law, in 
each instance followed not by the 
procedure prescribed by Section 
849, Penal Code, but by no action 
should have been admitted, for 
from it the jury could have inferred 
that the threatened arrest, which 
occasioned the resistance leading 
to the present case, was not in fact 
an arrest on a charge of a felony, 
but was simply the means used to 
break up a meeting.” 

However, this does not prevent 
the Red Squad from breaking up 
meetings and arresting workers 
charged with “suspicion of criminal 
syndicalism.” 
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
